SOUND OUT DEMOS 





Truman Will Seek Opinions of 
Rank and File Party Members 


WASHINGTON /# — President 
Truman said today that he will 
talk with Democratic leaders of 
all opinions in advance of the 
presidential campaign. 

He told a news conference that 
he is ready to talk with whatever 
groups Senator J. Howard Mc- 
Grath, Democratic national chair- 
man, brings to the White House. 

McGrath said after a conference 
at the White House yesterday that 
representatives of divergent views 
will be included in the groups he 
planned to bring in. 

The party chairman put out the 
welcome mat for any Democrats 
who have been opposing Mr. Tru- 
man’s candidacy. He said all ele- 
ments of the party would be “wel- 
come” at the White House talks. 

Mr. Truman flatly declined at 
his news conference to discuss the 
contents of the special message he 
will deliver personally before th¢ 
extra session of congress next 
Tuesday. 

A reporter noted that CIO Pres- 
ident Philip Murray was listed to 
talk with the President during the 





afternoon, Mr. Truman was asked 
whether Murray is among po- 
litical leaders chairman McGrath 
had in mind. 

Mr. Truman replied, with a 
smile that political leaders are not 
labor leaders. He said Murray 
isn't to be included in the groups 
McGrath referred to. 

He added that he thinks some 
of those coming to the White 
house for talks will be southern- 
ers. He did not elaborate. Some 
southern leaders have been among 
those fighting Mr. Truman's bid 
to succeed himself. 

As to how long congress may 
remain in session, Mr. Truman 
said that is up to congress. 

A reporter asked specifically if 
the extra session properly could 
be called a “rump session.” 

Mr. Truman brought laughter 
when he said that is ug to con- 
gress.

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Secretary Marshall States Attitude 
Of United States on Berlin Crisis 


The policy of the United States and presumably the 
rest of the western world on the blockade of Berlin by the 
Russians was apparently siated by Secretary of the State 
George C. Marshall yesterday at a news conference. 

“We will not be coerced or intimidated in any way in | 
our procedures under the rights and responsibilities that 
we have in Berlin and generally in Germany,” the secre- 
tary’ said. 

“At the same time, we will proceed to invoke every pos- 
sible resource of negotiation and diplomatic procedures to 
reach an acceptable solution and to avoid the tragedy of 

another war for the world,” he added. 

»The last paragraph will undoubtedly come as a relief 
to many people who, after numerous reports that the United 
States would use armed force to break the blockade, were 
justifiably concerned that perhaps a third World War was 
not far away. As we stated yesterday, breaking through 
the Russian cordon around Berlin could only mean open 
Wat and it is a relief to know that no such step is being 
contemplated at this time. 

However, Secretary Marshall made it a point at his con- 
ference to reiterate that neither the United States or the other 
western powers intended to let Russia “coerce” them in 
any way. : 

~ “But I repeat again we are not going to be coerced,” 
he said firmly. 

There are indications at the same time that some sort 
sort of meeting is being contemplated in an effort to find a 
peaceful solution to the Berlin crisis. This must be done, 
whether it be with the Russians or with the entire United 
Nations. Only when all avenues of agreement have been 
exhausted, can we, the western world, talk of force. For 
néither. the civilized world as we know it, or our hopes of 
any future peace can long survive another major war. 

- ‘These are vital and living realities that the leaders and 
diplomats of the world must keep constantly before them as 
they prepare to deal with a very real threat to world peace. 
Our very existence may well be at stake on the outcome.

President Truman To Address Congress 
On Anti-Inflation and Housing Bills 


President Truman has decided to address the special 
session of Congress personally and it is understood that he 
will present an anti-inflation program as well as other 
measures that he outlined when he accepted the Demo- 
cratic nomination for the presidency. 

Ir. tho light of present developments abroad, it does 
seem strange that Mr. Truman, in summoning congressmen 
back to Washington, made no mention of the foreign sit- 
uation. He still has made no comment as to what action, 
if any, Congress might be asked to take on the newest 
“break’’ with Russia. 

“Chairman Eaton (R-NJ) of the House foreign affairs 
corgmittee has asked that Mr. Truman tell Congress next 
Monday just how close the United States is to war with Rus- 
siazz In the light of the growing tenseness in Europe, this 
seems to be pertinent question and Congress has a right 
to know. 

We trust that Mr. Truman in his message to Congress 
will see fit to enlighten not only the congressmen but the 
Anfétican people as well. Although Mr. Truman presum- 
ably called the solons back to Washington to deal with 
housing, anti-inflation and other domestic problems, | the 
danger of another war should, it seems to us. take pre- 
cedence. 

Congressman Eaton has asked a very pertinent question. 
How close are we to a war with Russia? The American 
people have a right to expect their President to give them 
the answer.
